Build a Ball Park 


THE city -series is over. It went five games 
1 and ended with a Montague victory, but the 
fact that the Nelsons came from behind after 
two straight defeats and made it 
even 
all 


shows that the Montagues had to fight all the 
way and that the losers have nothing to apolo- 
gize for. And it was the climax, so far, of base- 
ball enthusiasm in La Crosse. Sunday's crowd 
was the biggest yet, despite cool weather that 
made it not the most comfortable 
thing to 


stand or sit in the open. And Sunday's crowd 
was the most eager and peppy of any this year. 
The fact that there were a couple of impromp- 
tu duels between rival fans during the game is, 
perhaps, to be regretted, but it shows as no- 
thing else could do that baseball has taken a 
firm root in the vital interests of La Crosse. 


It is time that the fans and citizens of La 


Crosse — if there is any distinction, which one 
doubts — should give this game in which they 
are so deeply interested, which supplies them 
with so much fun and pleasure during 
the 


summer, some consideration worthy of its im- 
portance. For their own good and 
for 
the 


good of the game they should give it a regular 
and permanent home, conveniently located and 
big enough to house the crowds that attend. 


In short — a baseball park on the causeway. 
The two fast semi-pro teams that engage 


the affections of the fans here are 
laboring 


under a great handicap. From every game 
there is a deduction of twenty per cent for the 
park commission, which frequently makes a 
game a losing proposition for the clubs. And 
the fact that hundreds watch each game from 
the outfield without contributing a nickel for 
their amusement is an even greater burden. We 
dojiot believe that an enclosed ball park, offer- 
ing seats to all for a small sum, would per- 
ceptibly decrease baseball attendance. Inter- 
est in the game is too keen for that, and bleach- 
er seats could very well be sold for a price no 
greater than the average fan in the outfield has 
been dropping into the hat all summer. One 
is very sure that the fan would be still more 
satisfied to pay his dime or quarter for a com- 
fortable seat. 


There seems little question that a cause- 


way ball park would more than pay for itself, 
if baseball interest continues at 
its present 


high pitch. The increased income to the clubs 
which such a park would insure would give 
them resources with which to get better visit- 
ing teams and better players, so operating t6 
increase rather than diminish the enthusiasm 
of the public. On every count, we believe, the 
causeway ball park is the logical next devel- 
opment of baseball in La Crosse. 


Let's put this ball park thing near the head 


of the list of community activities for the com- 
ing winter. 


Social Workers 


THE Wisconsin State Conference of 
Social 


* workers has emphasized its various pro- 
grams in a convention in Madison. Its mem- 
bers work in many fields, but broadly, to a corn- 
Won end which Dr. A. C. Harper epitomized in 
the phrase "to improve living conditions 
to 


raake for the efficient citizen." 


The state conference represents the work- 


ers recognition of a policy which has meant 
much to the enterprises of modern times. That 
policy is co-operation. 
We have always had 


our social workers, separate groups, 
each 


interested in some phase of. social 
develop- 


ment which might have been 
linked 
in 
a 


chain of ascending civilization. 
But in 
the 


older days these links had not been forged into 
a chain. Not only did the 
various groups 


sometime fail to co-operate, but often they were 
found putting stumbling blocks one in the way 
of another, lest the absorption of public inter- 
est by one activity might detract from the sup- 
Port of the other. Now they have come to rec- 
ognize a common objective to which each sep- 
tate program must contribute its part in or- 
der that the whole may be achieved. 


The conference brought to Madison men 


and women schooled in the things which make 
for conditions of life that breed better and 
happier citizenship. They may be called ex- 


perts, and in this day of specialists, to their 
•leadership must be left the achievement of ob- 
jectives in relation to -v^hich the function of 
the average citizen is to support with co-opera- 
tion and sustenance. 


There was a time when the general run ff 


good citizens felt that to drop a dollar 'or two 
into the hat was his full duty toward these en- 
terprises which look toward a higher type of 
humanity and a greater diffusion of well being. 
There was the inexpert leader, evangelist rath- 
er than student, and usually unscientific meth- 
ods of spending such means as had been pro- 
vided. Nowadays we know the need of lead- 
ership schooled definitely in the affairs of the 
cause to be served, and of a body politic pos- 
sessed of a genera} knowledge of the conditions 
to be met, of ways and means, and conscious of 
a duty of personal participation beyond the 
mere financing of efforts. 


Of course, their special information grant- 


ed, social workers will be human enough to 
make mistakes. One or another of us may 
find fault with the ideas of this or that social 
worker, however distinguished. Indeed, they 
do not agree among themselves invariably. 
Sometimes they get ahead of what- is practical 
in view of the bromidic "human nature being 
what it is." But broadly the ends whjch they 
seek, and generally the methods which they 
pursue, constitute the moment's best thoughts 
upon the problems which they seek to solve. 
It is through them, and through like agencies, 
that the forward movement of civilization is 
directed by safe courses to definite objectives.

feed for the inexperienced feeder. 


Neither can a 
cow produce her 


maximum without being fed a. ration 
that will -rebuild worn tissues and 
establish a reserve to draw upon af- 
ter she freshens. In other words she 
must be fed a ration that will build 
muscle, bone, hide and hair, as these 
tissues are largely protein it is logi- 
cal that she should be fed a high pro- 
tein ration. 
A good ration for this 


purpose is composed of 100 pounds 
bran, 10.0 pounds hominy, 100 pounds 
oats and 100 pounds oil meal. 
The 


amount varies with the condition of 
the cow. 
From four to ten pounds 


daily being the usual average.

a billion to two billion dollars. 


People are still buying marks and 


other foreign paper "money." but the 
big flood of speculation 
suddenly 


stopped a few weeks ago. 
Bankers report that buying was 


going on in large amounts in spite 
of, their warnings that purchase of 
German marks was a speculation and 
not an investment. It is believed that 
even the wildest speculators have 
now reached the conclusion that the 
bubble has burst, wiping out dreams 
of immense profits. 


"Estimates of the amount of Amer- 


ican money spent for marks can be 
made- better in Germany .han in this 
country," said Dr. B. M. Anderson, 
Jr. economist of the C'lase National 
Bank. "I have seen estimates rang- 
ing from $1,000.000,000 to $2,000.- 
000,000. Personally I wouldn't know 
how to guess. 


No Credit Problem Created 


"Speculation in German marks has 


been a big national loss, but it is so 
diffused that no credit problem has 
been created. I know of no institution 
or individual suffering a serious loss. 


"The most serious thing about it 


is the demoralization of 
Germany 


which the crash in marks indicates. 
Demoralization in Germany is most 
serious of course for her closer nr 
bors—France, Great Britain, Hollan 
Belgium and the Scandinavian coui 
tries—but it is very serious for th 
United States also.

jority of the students are loft unpro- 
vided for and must seek rooms in pri- 
r.ito dwellings under conditions that 
are not always satisfactory. 


Mr. Morgan called attention to the 


recommendation of the regents of the 
university 
that the construction 
of 


dormitories be encouraged by private 
capital, and the buildings leased to 
the institution in conformity with 
a 


plan suggested in a recent opinion 
by the attorney general's department. 
Alumni were urged to support, such a 
project in a material way by interest- 
ing necessary capital. 


Speaking of the proposed Memorial 


TJnion building planned for the uni- 
versity, the attorney, said that "no 
one thing will mean so much to the 
undent body or have so far reaching 
an effect in promoting fellowship be- 
tween the faculty and students as the 
successful completion of an adequate 
union building. 


"The union will be the great gath- 
ering place of students and faculty 
where they can

on common 


ground. 
It will be home to the re- 


turning alumni and Tj_ill be the home 
of n great fraternity of students and 
faculty which will c-ver keep alive 
and foster the spirit of Wisconsin and 
the traditions of the university."
